This questionnaire pertains to frozen warmwater shrimp. The United States International Trade
Commission is investigating frozen warmwater shrimp under the provisions of section 701 of
the Tariff Act of 1930.

In this proceeding, the Commission must determine whether an industry in the United States is
materially injured or is threatened with material injury, or the establishment of an industry in
the United States is materially retarded, by reason of imports from China, India, Malaysia,
Thailand, and Vietnam of frozen warmwater shrimp that are preliminarily found to be
subsidized and by reason of imports of frozen warmwater shrimp from Ecuador and Indonesia
that are alleged to be subsidized. The Commission will post its notice of this proceeding
(attached) on its website (www.usite.gov) and publish it in the Federal Register.

The business proprietary information you supply in this questionnaire or in connection
therewith will be so treated by the Commission and will not be disclosed except as may be
required by law. Your response will be consolidated with the responses of other firms and will
form much of the statistical base for the Commission’s determination. The questions in the
questionnaire have been reviewed with market participants to ensure that issues of concern are
adequately addressed and that data requests are sufficient, meaningful, and as limited as
possible.
